BRITISH INDUSTRY THRIVES 


The Percentage of Unemployment 
Was Never Before So Low, 
Says Walter Runciman. 


LONDON, March 17.—A far-reaching 
Order in Council, which will totally 
prohibit importation into the . United 
Kingdom of a large number of articles 
which come under the general heading 
of luxuries, will be issued by the British 
Government at an early date. 

Among the thiags which will be placed 
under the ban will be automobiles for 
private usé, musical instruments, cut- 
lery of all kinds, hardware, , yarns, 
chinaware, fancy goods, and soaps. The 
order will apply equally to all countries, 
including. the. British Dominions and 
Colonies. 

This forecast of the coming Order in 
Council was given to The Associated 
Press today in an interview by Walter 
Runciman, President of the Board of 
Trade. Mr. Runciman admitted that 
articles in addition to. those named 
would be placed on the list of prohibited 
Imports, but in advance of the issuance 
ofthe order he declined to say what 
they were. He agreed that the decree 
would have considerable effect on ex- 
ports from the United States, but 
pointed out. that it applied to all coun- 
tries alike and ssid that it was abso- 


+Jutely necessary to limit the shipment 


of bulky luxuries in order to provide 
room on shipg for necessaries. 

“But please remember,’ said Mr. 
Runciman, “ that the issuance of this 
order 1s. forced on the country—not as a 
matter of policy, but entirely because 
of a shortage in.tonnagé. We want ex- 
ports ‘from the United States; we want 
your. wheat, cotton, and meat, and 
we need other things which we cannot 
get if the space aboard vessels is taken 
up with luxuries.

Immense 
numbers of them. have been requisi- 
tioned; others are subject to direction 
by way of licenses. No vessel is per- 


out a license. Whether it will be neces- 
sary to requisition more vessels, I can- 
not say;-but for my own part I hope 
this will not be done.”’ 

Mr. Runciman said that the importa- 
tion of some fresh fruits probably would 
be prohibited later, but he pointed out 
that this would affect the United States 
only slightly. 

Turning from the matter of imports 
to the general industrial situation in the 
British Isles, Mr. Runciman said there 
nad never been greater activity in the 
larger industries, that wages were high- 

er than ever before. and that the per- 
pens. of unemployed had never been 
so small in the history of the country. 

Industrial Activity Never Greater. 

“In all the larger, industries,”’. Mr. 
Runciman continued, * there has never 
been greater activity, but the bulk of 
the output, of course, is for war pur- 
poses. The only trades relatively. quiet 
are the building, linen, and some of the 
luxury-producing trades, but even in 
these there is little unemployment, the 
working people either having secured 
other employment. or gone into the 
army. The amount of short time is 
ccmparatively small. The proportion of 
unemployed in the trade unions at the 
present time is about one-half of 1 per 
cent. In normal times it is about 5 
per cent. and in time of peace it has 
scarcely ever fallen below 2 per cent. 
The same condition prevails in the 
non-union ‘trades. 

“Those who have joined the forces 
have been replaced by young people, 
men beyond the military age and large 
numbers of women. Longsr hours are 
being worked in nearly all the trades, 
and it is estimated that this overtime 
represents an increase of 4% per cent. in 
the number of persons employed. A few 
firms have had to shut down, but among 
the active firms only 7 per cent. of their 
machinery was idle during ‘December. 
This fg a better record than for peace 
times. About 4% per cent. of the 7 per 
cent. of fdleness was due at that time

German Governmént’ brings this 
stedaw of affairs:to the knowledge of 
the neutral powers in order that they 
may, warn their nationals against con- 
tinuing to intrust their persons or prop- 
erty to armed merchantmen of the pow- 
ers at war with the German Empire.

LONDON, March 17.—The Crown

The Rockefeller Foundation announced 
yesterday that it has decided to estab- 
lish permanent headquarters for its War 
Relief Commission in one of the neutral 
countries of Europe. Warwick’ Greene, 
Director of Public Works in the Philip- 
Pine Islands, has resigned that position, 
it is announced, and accepted the offer 
of the Foundation to become the head of 
the Relief Commission in Europe. Mr. 
Greene will sail for Europe on the 
American liner St. Paul today and will 
be accompanied by his assistants, Will- 
iam J. Donovan of Buffalo, Reginald C. 
Poster of Boston, and Harper D. Top- 
ping of New York. 

The Foundation has hitherto been rep- 
resented in the war area by Wickliffe 
Rose, Ernest P. Bicknell, Henry James, 
Jr., Eliot Wadsworth, Jeremiah Smith, 
Jr., and Frederic C. Walcott. 

Mr. Greene, who as director of the 
Relief Commission, now becomes a per- 
manent member of the staff of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, is a Harvard 
graduate. He went to the Philippines 
several years ago as secretary to former 
Governor. General Forbes. He has 
served as Director of Public Works un- 
der Governor General Forbes and Gov- 
ernor General Harrison. He will be 
aided in his work in Europe by assist- 
ants stationed in all the war zones. 

The Foundation also announced yes- 
tefday. the issue of the following s 
instructions to: members and. employes 

of the War Kelief Commission : 

1. The objects of the War Relief Com- 
mission of the Rockefeller Foundation are 
to advise the Foundation in regard to the 
needs of noncombatants and the measures 

to be taken for their relief, and to exe-

as may be duly authorized by the Founda- 
tion and approved by the appropriate civil 
and military authorities. 

2.° Members and employes of the War 
Relief Commission who.are sent to the 
countries at “war or to neighboring coun- 
tries are required to devote themselves 
exclusively to the objects of their mission.

Urges Nicaragua Route. 


: Pe ead bb i ‘ ahh ga my 
wig|SEES MILITARY NECESSITY 


Asserts Present Waterway Will Be 
Insufficient for . World’s 
Trade! After the War. 


The Panama Canal alone will soon be 
found inadequate to'take care of the 
commerce of the world, according to a 
statement made last night by Eben EB. 
Olcott, President, of the Hudson River 
Day Line, and a former president of the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers. 
Mr,. Olcott, who has just returned from 
Panama, where he went as a delegate 
to the Latin American Conference, as- 
serted that aside from a strictly utili- 
tarian point of view, the United States 
needed two canals as an. additional 
measure to insure proper defense, and 
declared that he believed that this coun- 
try should start at once to build a canal 
across the Nicaragua route. 

‘JT am very glad indeed that since I 
started for Panama on Jan. 26 the 
United States has secured the right to 
build the Nicaragua Canal, the route 
which L have always favored over any 
other,” said Mr. Olcott. *1. believe 
fully that our Government should short- 
ly commence to construct the Nicaragua 
Canal, for I am sure that before it can 
be completed the demands for the pass- 
age of ships will be so great that there 
will be a demand for it, and besides 
that, the interests at. stake are too 
enormous to be left to.a single canal.” 


Mr. Olcott was in the Canal Zone in. 


1886, and at that.time wrote a paper 
praising the advantages of the Nica- 
ragua Canal, its superior climate, and 
lower cost of construction. He gave 
warning then against the possibilities 
of slides, especially in the Culebra Cut 
region. 

He declared last night that the work 
done by Goethals and Gorgas, each in 
his own department, was unsurpassed, 
and admitted that those two men had 
overcome what;appeared insurmountable 
handicaps, yet in spite of all the con- 
tinual threat of the Panama Canal’s 
being obstructed and the increased need 
of larger and larger numbers of ships 
for passage e it almost imperative 
for another canal to be built. 


Money Already in Hand. 


** If for no other reason than just mili- 
tary and naval preparedness,’ said Mr. 
Olcott. ‘‘ I tell you we need the Nicara- 
gua Canal. We have the money now 
and ought to be willing to spend it 
where we ourselves will receive a bene- 
fit as well as the whole world. It would 
not be so much added expense for the 
navy to guard two canals as well as one, 
and very little more for the increased 
military forces that would be required. 

“ The protection which would be given 
this country by having two canals would 
compensate us in the cost of the new 
one across Nicaragua. A Central Amer- 
ican canal is our throat, as it were, and 
anything which taprens to the one in 
—- as matters stand at present,

‘* And after this war the Germans and 
the English both will n to look to- 
ward ina and the Orient, and their 
ships will be at the canal gates seek- 
ing entrance. The west coast of South 
America is bound to demand a large 
share of our attention, as also that of 
Mexico, Passenger service as well as 
freight will be benefited by the Nica- 
ragua Canal. We should not risk hold- 
ing up the world’s commerce because 
of lack of room or because of slides 
blocking the canal.

That was not all. The German Gen-

It may have failed for either 
physical er political reasons, It is 
possible that von TiRPITZ was unable 
to “make good,” that he met subter-

hew extremes and fell directly upon 
that issue, it seems probable that he 
failed for political reasons. The Gov- 
ernment, aware of the perils and haz- 
ards, May have hampered him from 
the first. In either case, he has been 
sacrificed to American opinion. The 
destruction’ of the Lusitania has been 
morally disavowed in a most dramatic 
manner. A victory has been won. It 
is partly a victory for what saving 
qualities survive in Germany and 
partly a triumph for American diplo- 
macy.

THE NAVY AND MEXICO. 

Although Mexico has no haw, it 
would appear that the United States 
is not prepared properly tp meet con- 
ditions that might develop on beth the 
Atlantic and. Pacific coasts in case of 
intervention or of grave disturbance 
in Mexico today. It is reported that 
theré are not enough ships/or gun- 
beats in commission in the Pacific 
fleet to guard the interests of Amer- 
icans or foreigners in all the ports, 
and that there is great fear on the 
part of the Americans who still re- 
main in Mexico that their lives may 
be endangered in the near future. It 
is a humiliation to our people to note 
in the testimony of the Commander in 
Chief of the Pacific fleet that he had 
only one armored cruiser under his 
command, and that when this cruiser 
went to sea for target practice he 
was compelled to shift his flag to the 
repair ship Iris, that has no guns and 
is.in an unseaworthy condition. More 
than this, we are told that there are 
insufficient colliers on the Pacific 
coast to maintain the ships that nay 
be called to station duty along. that 
coast. Such a candition is the more 
amazing when it is remembered that 
Rear Admiral Biug, in his testimony 
before Congress, stated that the navy 
was “ready for war in the Pacific." 

During the troubles that culminated 
in the. taking of Vera Cruz it was 
necessary to send the..battle fleet of 
the United States to Vera Cruz and 
Tampico and keep it there for months, 
during which time manoeuvres and 
training necegsary to the efficiency of 
the ships belonging to the first line 
were interrupted. This absurd con- 
dition could have been prevented had 
there been sufficient enlisted men, in 
the navy to man the reserve battle- 
ships and cruisers lying idle at the 
docks of the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
Duty on the Mexican coast at that 
time -would haye served to put the 
reserve ships in good trim for service 
in the second line of the nation’s de- 
fense. It would have been a common 
sen&e policy, but it was completely for- 
bidden by the inexcusable. neglect to 
provide men enough properly to man 
the ships of. the navy and to prepare 
for am emergency of war even with a 
nation that has ne navy whatever. 

That sych g condition could exist in 
this country is sufficient evidence that 
we have no adequate, well-digested: 
policy, and that the Navy Department 
is not organized to carry out ‘such, 
policy or te bring forcibly te the at- 
tention of Congress the necessity for 
the appropriations without ‘which our 
navy will be inefficient and unpre-

THE BIGGEST CORPORATION. 


The Steel Corporation's balance sheet} 


now carries on each side of the ae- 
count $1,848,541,861, almost double the 
figures whieh staggered imagination 
when propounded in that mad year, 
1901. ‘The reproach that the figures 
were inflated.‘no longer can be made. 
Since organization the concern has ap- 
plied to capital account $521,088,646, 
against common stock $508,302,500. 
The undivided surplus provided from 
subscription originally was $25,000,000, 
and now is $180,025,328. Dividends 
on the preferred now aggregate 1034 
per cent., or more than the par value, 
the market value naturally being now 
near the maximum and above - par. 
Even the common shares have received 
48% per cent., taking together some of 
the best times in the experience of the 
trade and some of the worst. - The 
total 5¢ profits earned in the years 
of operation. has~ been $1,024,541,- 
990, or nearly a quarter of a billion 
above the total of the common and 
preferred shares. 

It cannot be said that these results 
have been accomplished by unfair 
competition, for the. Government was 
defeated in the prosecution of the trust 
for conspiracy in restraint of~trade, 
and beaten more by the testimony of 
competitors than by the arguments of 
lawyers. Neither can it be said that 
the profits were earned by grinding 
the face of the ‘employés. It is true 


that the “ master of a million minds” 


has tagged the trust with the epithet 
“the worst enemy of labor,” but the 
tag did not stick. How could it, when 
the record shows that the wages of 
employés have neVer been reduced 
since 1904, although the common divi- 
dend has been passed more than once? 
While the common shares were losing 
more than half of their dividends 
Wages were restored in 1905 to the 
rate before 1904, and were increased 
in 1910, 1918, and 1916. The agegre- 
gate of the increases is above a quar- 
ter, without reckoning that all per- 
centages were based on the respective 
incgeases. Last year 191,126 employés 
received $176,800,864. Further eyi- 
dence of cruelty to humble workers is 
shown by the fact that there are now. 
on the rolls 3,002 names of employés 
retired at the age of 62 after an aver- 
age service of twenty-eight years. The 
excess of employment above the age 
of the corporation indicates that the 
absorbing concern regarded the cus- 
toms and obligations of its absorbed 
subsidiaries, “Last year 24,940 em- 
ployés subscribed for 49,742 shares of 
the corporation under the plan for its 
assistance to them. Chairman Gary 
expresses over his signature “ grateful 
“appreciation for the loyal and effi- 
“olent services during the year of the 
“ officers and employés of the corpora- 
* tion.” 

The recer@ speaks for itself, It 
stands as the best as well as the big- 
gest example of conspiracy of labor 
and capital to unite their forces.

They are not trained to police methods. 
Either they do too little or they do too 
much. The néed of mounted police 
under the control of the State has/been 
felt for many years. Now, with the 
help of Governor Wuitman and the 
appreciation by the legislators of the 
increased military responsibility of the 
National Guard, we are likely to get 
guch a foree. Thé admirable work 
done by the aqueduct police; from the 
Esopus watershed all along the line of 
the new aqueduct, has proved the effi- 
ciency of the method, . 

The labor leaders ought not to op- 
pose this bill. Itis not almed at them. 
Its passage will expedite the develop- 
ment of the National Guard as a 
purely military force, which it was 
designed to be. Labor in its insurgent 
moods will have no more to fear from 
a competent, well-disciplined police 
force than from a battalion of infan- 
try. We have strong hopes that the 
labor. men, instead of opposing this 
bill, will support it for purely patriotic 
reasons.

RECRUITING. 
There should be no discouragement 


of men for the regular army under the 
emergency law passed by Congress for 
, the immediate increase of our mobile 
force. The number of applications and 
the number of rejectioris for physical 
defects are about normal. If there 
has been a falling off in one place, 
there has been an increase in an- 
other, But it will take an uneon- 
scionably long time under the pres- 
ent antiquated system of recruiting 
to obtain 20,000 more fit soldiers, 
and when the final Congressiona) 
army bill is accepted, as there is now 
reason to hope that it will be within a 
month or so, there will be a demand 
for many more men. The machinery 
for extra enlistment is as yet hardly 
in operation, and next week’s reports 
will undoubtedly show an increase of 
applications, but the inadequacy of 
the methods employed, which has so 
often been pointed out by military of- 
ficgers, will be revealed to the whole 
country. For that reason the passage 
of the emergengy bill in the excite- 
ment following the Mexican invasion 
is likely to prove helpful te the cause 
of preparedness, though it may not 
serve quickly to increase the number 
of men with the colors. 

In the debates on military exten- 
sion the subject of recruiting can 
scarcely be ignored. Provision should 
be made to modernize recruiting, to 
get at the men of the right age all 
over the country who would be ‘glad 
to enlist if the advantages of the mili- 
tary life and the country’s need of 
protectors alike were clearly brought 
to thelr minds. The bills of both 
houses provide that a recruit may be 
furloughed into the reserve at the end 
of two years with the colors, that any 
recruit who has shown great pro- 
ficiency may join the reserve after 
one year. The reservist ~will have his 
uniform, but will be called to train- 
ing for only a short period each year. 
He will be paid for all he does, With 
the experience of one or two years 
with the colors a sturdy, intelligent 
young man will be well fitted for any 
industrial pursuit. These facts should 
be made plain. 

The. plan of exhibiting moving 
pictures in connection with recruiting 
work has been urged upon the War 
Department..-A vivid and accurate 
representation of the soldier at work, 
at play, d at rest, in camp, on the 
march, in barracks, on drill, would 
serve better than the posters now used 
to. entice young men to the enlistment 
bureaus. ‘These exhibitions should be 
undertaken solely by the War -De- 
partment, without the co-operation of

officers who have seen service. There 
are other ways to get at the men. 
There is provision in the ding bills 
for the elevation of enli men to 
commissioned rank, and in the future 
more of our officers will rise from 
the ranks than in the past.

Counting the ingly successful has 

Cost just been made by 
Disease Health Commis- 
of sioner Ropertson of 
Chicago to show the people of that city 
what one preventable disease, scarlet 
fever, has cost them In one year. There 
were, in.1915, 3,364 cases of this malady 
‘in Chicago, and seventy-seyen deaths, 
At any rate, those were the reported 
numbers; probably. the real figures 
would he considerably larger. Accord- 
ing to the official, detailed computation, 
the average expenditure for a child in 
a poor family when il) of' scarlet fever, 
and recovering, is $57, of which the 
doctor gets $30, the druggist $6, and 
quarantine and the destruction of 
property take the rest. For the child 
ef rich parents all these outlays are so 
much ‘increased  that~ together they 
amount to-$500. When death follows the 
iliness, the ‘cost, including a life valua- 
tion of $5,000, rises to $5,067 for the 
poor natient, and to $5,575 for the rich 
one, 

Taking the whole city by wards and 
using these figures, the Commissioner 
reaches the conclusion that in the year 
1915 searlet feyer meant to Chicago a 
loss of exactly $978,880-—-which is a 
govd deal ef money, Should there be 
added to it the losses, similarly com- 
puted, from other preventable diseases, 
the total would be appalling. 

Yet the other day a lot of New York's 
highly Intelligent and eminently re- 
‘spectable payers of taxes on real estate 
gathered in solemn conelaye and. by 
formal resolution protested against all 
projected extensions of the work’ now 
done’ by our Health Board; and sternly 
scolded it for what was called its 
* socializing tendeney"'! They evi- 
dently thought it all right, or at least 
unavoidable, to spend money on people 
who are already sick—the only activ- 
ity ever undertaken by public officials 
in the geod old days—but expendi- 
tures to guard against or to minimize 
the sort of outgo from private purses 
that has just been illustrated filled the 
real estate men with indignation.

More urgently than I have ever begged 
before I beg the friends’ who have. 
hitherto helped us +o do so again, and 
to spéak to their friends of this new 
work. Those we are to 
rescue are not only in the déepest 
raigery themselves, but are a source 
of disease and demoralization to others; 
and the one way to lift them back to 
health and decency is to give them 
lodgings fit to live in. ~~ 

For this purpose we need $20,000 at 
once. After more than a year’s knowl-

RULES ARE ADOPTED 


Committee Revises Regulations 
- Governing Organization of 
World Gathering. 


A COUNCIL TO SUPERVISE 


The Executive Body to be Convened 
by an Episcopal Chairman, but 
to be Interdenominational. 


The North American Conference, which 
met jast January at Garden City, yes- 
terday issued its revised plan of pro- 
cedure in preparation for the World 
Conference on Faith and Order, which 
has been planned with the hope of unit- 
ing Christendom. As the January meet- 
ing was about to adjourn, directions 
for revising the organization plan were 
given to a special committee. The final 
form of the organization plan, as re- 
vised by the special committee, is now 
made public for the first time. 

In the first place it provides that a 
council of the commissions or commit- 
tees be formed, each denomination’s rep- 
resentation in the conference being 
known as a commission or a commit- 
tee. The council shall be convened by 
a delegate named by the commission of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, or 
several delegates may act, unless 
ordered otherwise by the commission.
